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On tie 11-23-76, at 1217 Hours, I responded to a working fire, at 3536 Hildana 
Rd., Shaker Hts., Ohio, as reported by Lt. Gardner, from a passing motorist. 


On arrival PtIn. Chipps, Patn. Narducci and myself, made an attempt to see if there 
were any signs of life in each suite of the two-family. Going through the first 
floor, no one could be located. Trying upstairs, we were unable to gain entrance, 
due to the intense smoke, in the hallway area. At that we gave way to Shaker Hts. 
Fire Dept. 


Fire Squad arrived on scene putting out fire and clearing the air of smoke. After 
the smoke cleared, the body of a black male, DONALD L. DAVIS, 090849, of 3536 Hildana 
Rd., phone: 921- 6226, was found draped over a chair, face down, by Fireman Dennis 
Talboo, of Squad I. TALBOO pulled victim from chair and laid same on floor, where 

it was apparent that victim was expired. 


The chair in which the body was found was ten feet from the most severe burn area, 
around the couch. (See Diagram). 


Victim's body had only a few burn places on it, and the clothing was still intact. 


MR. DARREL SMITH, of the Coroner's Office was notified, and made aware of the circum- 
stances, and they sent first call ambulance to get the body. Photos were taken by 
Pati'n. Narducci. 


Victim resides at that residence with a EUNICE K. ROBINSON, age 31, and her four 
kids, of which none were at home. 


It was stated by EDWARD DAVIS, age 28, of 4493 Glenview Dr., phone: 921-6226, that 
his brother, DONALD, was a heavy drinker, and this was also mentioned by his aunt, 
ANNIE BELL DAVIS, (same address as brother Edward), who said she last talked to 
victim this date at approximately 1030 hrs.,and that he appeared to have been drink- 
ing at time of conversation. 


EUNICE K. ROBINSON spoke with Det. Barnum and could add nothing to report, other 
_ than speaking with victim on phone at about 1030 hrs. this date.
